Provisional Vital Statistics for December 2014 

Live Births increased slightly in December as 6,490 Missouri 

babies were born compared with 6,410 born one year earlier.  

Cumulative births for calendar year 2014 showed a slight de-

crease from 75,244 in 2013 to 75,104 in 2014.  This is the 

lowest state birth count since 1997. 

 

Deaths increased in December as 5,582 Missourians died 

compared with 5,002 in December, 2013.  Deaths increased 

by 1.5 percent in 2014, from 57,256 to 58,087, which is the 

highest resident death count in state recorded history.   

 

The Natural Increase in December for Missourians was 908 

(6,490 births minus 5,582 deaths).  In 2014 the natural in-

crease declined by 5.4 percent from 17,988 to 17,017, which 

is the lowest natural increase in over forty years. 

 

 

 

Marriages increased in December, and increased by 4.6 per-

cent for the total year from 38,984 in 2013 to 40,779 in 2014.  

This represents the highest count since 2004. 

 

Dissolutions of Marriage increased in December, but de-

creased for the entire year. Dissolutions decreased by 3.9 per-

cent in 2014 from 20,684 to 19,877, the lowest state count 

since 1971. In 2014 the marriage to divorce ratio increased 

from 1.88 to 2.05, the first time above 2 to 1 since 1989.  

 

Infant Deaths in December decreased as 41 Missouri infants 

died compared with 47 in December 2013. For the 12 months 

ending with December 2014, the infant death rate decreased 

from 6.5 in 2013 to 6.0 per 1,000 live births, the lowest rate 

on record.
